German. Millet should be sown this month; 
also all varieties of Sorghum, Kaffir aad 
Dhouro Corn, Milo Maize and Giant Beggar 
Weed for stock food. 

German Millet is an excellent forage plant, 
and should be planted by every farmer and 
planter. Before sowing, the ground should 
be well prepared, that is, well plowed and 
harrowed, so as to get the surface fine and mel- 
low. 

Three pecks of seed is the quantity required 
to sOW an acre. - 

The ground, after sowing the seed, should 
be well rolled and the seeds require no further 
covering; but if no roller is handy, some brush 
tied together, and passed over the newly-sown 
field, will cover the seed effectively. For Hay, 
Millet should be cut when in bloom. 


The Flower Garden. 


Requires close attention. Plants, such as 
Zinnias, Balsams, Torenias, Amaranths and 
Dahlias, sown last month, should be trans- 
planted now and others sown for later bloom- 
ing.
